As the market takes a dive, some local investors are looking for bargains

he black humor was in full cry Tuesday morning in Andover, 
after local investors, along with the rest of the world, went to 
bed with their dreams of wealth at least temporarily turned 
upside down — stock market gains since Jan. 1 wiped out in less 
than a week. 

The Dow Jones industrial average lost 512 points Monday — its 
second-largest one-day drop — and that followed a 357-point loss less 
than a week earlier. The Nasdaq lost about 9 percent Monday. 

Not surprisingly, that’s what was on the minds of most investors 
who called their brokers or advisers Tuesday. 

“Tm surprised you’re there,” one client told Stuart McDowell, 
branch manager of Commonwealth Capital and Investment at 68 
Main St. “I thought you would have left the country by now.” 


Another called from his car, on the Tobin Bridge. “He asked me if 
he should jump,” McDowell says, “and I told him on a day like today, 
he’d probably have to take a number.” 

But McDowell has no plans to flee the country. And the client on 
the Tobin Bridge was just kidding. He was actually calling to say he 
was going to send McDowell a check, to try to pick up a few bar 
gains. 

That, say local investment advisers, is pretty much what they're 
hearing from everybody. There is concern but no panic, and in 
many cases, clients are anxious to start throwing money into the 
market before it makes up the 18 percent it has lost in recent weeks. 

Indeed, after some wild swings Tuesday, the market closed up 288 
points, on a record 1.21 billion shares traded.

Sheila Willard, of Andover, will feature the works of local 
poets, include the late Anne Bradstreet, in her new course. 


‘Andover Poets’ anchor 
new state college course 


Andover’ professor Sheila 
Willard studied many Massachu- 
setts poets to prepare for her 
new fall course at Middlesex 
Community College, but she 
found the late Andover poet 
Anne Bradstreet particularly 
impressive. 

“I don’t know how she ever 
wrote a single poem with eight 
kids,” Willard says. 

Willard adds that Bradstreet’s 
poetry itself was also impres- 
sive, and is included in a new 
course, “Poets in Massachu- 
setts,” piloted by state schools 
across Massachusetts this fall. 

The subject matter is an 
exploration of local poets from 
Bradstreet to contemporary local 
poets across the state, featuring 
a group of 40 local bards known 
as the Andover Poets. 

While the specific subject mat- 
ter is new to state colleges, the 
way the class is taught is the real 
departure. It is presented as a 
“multimedia distance-learning 
course,” and will be taken simul- 
taneously by small classes across 
the state through video and 
audio conferencing. Campuses 


can also connect through the 
course Web site (http://www- 
unix.oit.umass.edu~poetsma). 

Willard is one of eight presen- 
ters of the course, which is 
offered at Middlesex Community 
College (Lowell and Bedford cam- 
puses), UMass Amherst, UMass 
Dartmouth and Cape _ Cod, 
Holyoke, Massasoit and Quinsig- 
amond community colleges. 

Each teacher prepares a sepa- 
rate segment of the class on 
video, which is shown to and dis- 
cussed by every group on every 
campus. The teachers also hold 
weekly live discussion groups 
and lectures. 

The opening program address- 
es the meaning of the term 
“Massachusetts poet,” Willard 
says. The course poses questions 
like “Does the landscape deter- 
mine the content of literature? 
Does a particular poet’s work 
reflect the place where it has 
been written?” 

The answer, she says, depends 
on which of the presenters you 
ask, and which poet you’re con- 
sidering.

The following are state 
rules and regulations regard- 
ing how to cast a vote using a 
sticker, or by writing in the 
name of a candidate on a bal- 
lot. 

1. Voters must write the 
name and address of the candi- 
date, or place the candidate’s 
sticker under the correct office 
on the ballot in the section 
marked “write-in.” 

Why? 

* The name and address 
must appear together because 
more than one person in a dis- 
trict or town with the same 
name may claim the vote. Elec- 
tion officials need to know how 
to assign the vote. 

* If a voter puts the name 
and address of the candidate 
under the wrong office, by law 
the election officials 
must attribute the vote 
to that office. 

2. Voters must fill in

The scanning 


machine is designed to 
count all offices on the 
ballot, and to look for 
write-in ballot votes.

Parts of Andover’s 
public works and plant and facilities depart- 
ments are housed at the site. 

But because Andover vehicies get gas at 
the town yard, and the town stores the salt 
and sand it uses on its roads there, one big 
question is where the somewhat unattrac- 
tive storage depot will move. Larsen isn’t 
willing to say. 

“Tm too cagey for that one just yet,” he 
says. “But there actually are several loca- 
tions that are possible. All you have to do is 
ask where is there town-owned land.” 

Two  frequently-discussed town-owned 
sites are near the West Andover fire station 
that seniors were considering for a center, 
and 44 acres behind the Andover School of 
Montessori, accessible from Linda Road. 
There is also a landfill near the West 
Andover fire station on which the town 
talked about building fields. Looking to 
build a school, the school department once 
considered and rejected land near the inter- 
section of Route 125 and South Main Street 
because of wetlands. 

But Larsen won’t reveal what site he 
favors. 

“That’s the million-dollar question. There 
has been a fair amount of discussion regard- 
ing (where to move the town yard),” says

case law on minority representation. 

Of course, while it is not written into 
the law, there is the political reality of 
what is known as_ gerrymandering, 
whereby districts are sometimes 
drawn to protect, or benefit incum- 
bents. 

Massachusetts 160 state representa- 
tive districts currently include about 
20,000 people each, McCarthy says. The 
next federal census in 2000 would con- 
tribute to redistricting that would take 
effect by 2002, he says.

School Committee members, on a 4-1 vote 
Tuesday, passed the Capital Improvement 
Plan to be submitted to the town manager. 

Dissenting committee member Tim 
McCarron said he wanted projects for school 
security to be dealt with through a system- 
wide plan rather than piecemeal. 

“Td like to see a re-prioritizing,” he said. 

McCarron would not name any specific 
projects listed on the $1.1 million CIP 
request list as problematic, but said he 
thought some of the requests on the list were 
less important than school security. 

One of the 42 projects on the CIP list 
specifically mentions building security — a 
request for part one of a two-part fire/secu- 
rity alarm installation project at West Ele- 
mentary School costing $20,000.

Committee members scheduled work ses- 
sions at two future meetings, as part of an 
effort to address long-range goals, while tak- 
ing care of regular School Committee busi- 
ness. 

Members plan to hold in-depths discus- 
sions to consider introducing world lan- 
guages into elementary school curricula, 
and the development of system-wide after- 
school programs. 

A work session to discuss an elementary 
school world language program is scheduled 
for Oct. 20, and a discussion on after-school 
programs is scheduled for Nov. 17. 

Tom Meyers, president of the Andover 
Education Association, said Andover teach- 
ers have considered both of those programs 
in previous years, and would like to be 
involved in discussions. 

Committee members agreed teachers 
should be involved. 

“We've got to involve the stake holders. It 
will only benefit,” said Chairman Eric Nad- 
worny. 

The agenda for the School Committee 
retreat also included discussions on how to 
do better business and communicate well 
within the department and with the commu- 
nity, said Superintendent Dr. Claudia Bach. 

They also discussed the need to have a 
comprehensive system of evaluating the 
superintendent’s performance. 

Bach said she wants Andover’s system to 
“lead the way in evaluations” as an exem- 
plary method. 

“It should speak to being held account- 
able, and focus on student achievement,” 
she said. 

The complete list of goals and objectives 
for the School Committee and administra- 
tion were compiled at retreats held over the 
last few weeks. 

Committee members, in the process of 
reviewing the goals and objectives discussed 
at the retreat, declined to mention specifics, 
but plan to release them later this month.

New year, new faces

Andover schools braced 
for the arrival of an esti- 
mated 5,677 _ students, 
according to Business 
Manager Bernie Tuttle. He 
reports that buildings are 
in good shape, and makes 
the annual request for par- 
ents to have patience with 
the bus schedule at first. 
“Give us a few days to 
shake it out,” he says, at 
which time the transporta- 
tion department would be 
happy to take calls. 

The 1998-99 school year 
is marked by new people 
and places, including a 
new principal at Andover 
High School, Larry Robin- 
son, and new _ portable 
classrooms at the Sanborn 
School. 

Operations will hardly 
be business as usual at 
Andover High, but they 
will be smooth, says 
Robinson. 

Of the 170 staff members 
at AHS, nearly 20 are new 


to the school, Robinson 
says, including new guid- 
ance counselors and Assis- 
tant Principal Marilyn 
Jordan. 

Along with new staff 
members, the high school 
will be opening with a new 
schedule, a new track, and 
a new “food court”-style 
cafeteria. 

“It’s all new to me,” 
Robinson says, adding that 
since the high school reno- 
vation project started in 
1995, this will be the first 
year since then that the 
school will open without 
any construction under 
way. 

“It’s waxed, cleaned and 
ready for kids to come 
mess it up. And teachers,” 
Robinson says. 

Staff turnover also 
marks the start of the year 
for Doherty Middle 
School, says _ Principal 
Floyd McManus. 

Four of the 15 new staff 
members are regular edu- 


cation teachers, McManus 
says, and few of the new 
staffers are in newly-creat- 
ed positions. 

The work on alignment 
of subject matter to cur- 
riculum frameworks will 
focus on language and 
social studies, but the 
newest thing at Doherty 
will be the 255. sixth- 
graders, he says, a sixth- 
grade class of seven more 
students than last year. 

Seventh-graders at 
West Middle School this 
year will be the first recipi- 
ents of a new curriculum 
on industrial history, 
developed by _ teachers 
through a grant to work 
with the Tsongas Industri- 
al History Center in Low- 
ell, says Principal Vicki 
Simms. 

Meanwhile, the school

French & Spanish 
Saturday School 
gears up for year 
two in Andover 


Under the direction of Ken Chase and 
Marisa de la Paz, The French & Spanish 
Saturday School begins another year of 
“parlez-vous-ing” for children in Andover 
on Sept. 14. 

“Despite our best efforts to get parents 
to enroll early, most enroll at the last 
minute, which makes things somewhat 
frantic, but nonetheless fun,” says Chase. 

This year The Saturday School will 
conduct classes at the SHED campus four 
days per week, in addition to the usual 
sites of Sanborn and West Elementary 
schools. 

Chase says children learn a foreign lan- 
guage with relative ease, simply because 
they are young. By converting to twice per 
week, they learn more when they are most 
favorably disposed to do so. 

He described the year of classes recent- 
ly concluded as “an unqualified success” 
at the annual performance and celebra- 
tion at West Elementary on June 21st. 

“The comment I received most from 
parents that day was: ‘I can't believe my 
child's accent in French/Spanish.””

Principal Norah McCarthy. Since the 
school expanded into four portable 
classrooms, parent pick-up had to be 
rerouted, McCarthy says.

school. 

South Elementary School staff 
also aim to forge a greater relation- 
ship with the community, says Princi- 
pal Eileen Woods, hoping to drum up 
a few more volunteers to work on 
their before- and after-school enrich- 
ment programs. 

Their theme this year — “Who I am 
makes a difference” — will be worked 
into the curriculum, including into 
the gender book club program, in 
which parents read to children in 
class as part of a “gender initiative,” 
Woods says. 

New materials include a set of 
Alphasmart word processing key- 
boards. Woods, with the help of new 
Assistant Principal Steve Jankauskas, 
expected to greet 616 students this 
year. 

This year West Elementary 
School sets out on a mission to “sail 
the four C’s” says Principal Charles 
Friel. Themes worked into this year’s 
curriculum school-wide will be car- 
ing, cooperation, consideration and 
character. 

“Children start the year in class 
meetings talking about the meaning of 
those words, and their place in soci- 
ety,” Friel says. The themes will be 
carried over into classroom lessons 
and in’ book reading sessions with 
Friel and Assistant Principal Liz 
Roos. 
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Enrollment predictions have been 
right on the money, Friel says, who 
expected 841 students Wednesday. 

From last year, the fifth grade has 
jumped from 166 to 208 students (the 
largest fifth-grade class ever), but 
gained another classroom teacher to 
bring class sizes from 26 down to 22 or 
23, he says. And they will all be safe 
and sound, as the classrooms without 
strobe fire alarms will be outfitted as 
such by the end of next week. 

Two of the four fifth grades at the 
Sanborn Elementary School will 
hold classes in the two new air-condi- 
tioned modular classrooms, says Prin- 
cipal Dr. Jade Reitman. Unlike the 
modulars at Bancroft, the Sanborn 
modulars are connected to the school 
building by a corridor, so students 
won't need to go outside to get to and 
from the main building. 

Their theme this year, along with 
continuation of their “respect, respon- 
sibility and resourcefulness” philoso- 
phy, will be a celebration of the Inter- 
national Year of the Ocean, encourag- 
ing students to “dive into learning,” 
Reitman says. 

And if you think that’s a good sign, 
you should see what the local PAC vol- 
unteers donated with the money they 
raised in their auction last year.

20). 

Sanborn expected 480 students and 
has hired new teachers for first grade 
(two), third grade (two), a_ kinder- 
garten teacher and a fifth-grade 
teacher, Reitman says. Sanborn also 
gets some help with at least two new 
support staff. 

Things are “getting wild” at Shaw- 
sheen Integrated Primary School, 
as students this year adopt a theme 
that focuses on endangered species, 
says Principal Terry Murphy. 

Lessons in math science and social 
studies will all incorporate the theme, 
she says, and each class will choose a 
specific endangered animal to study 
in-depth, with thinking skills pro- 
grams and writing assignments. 

There is no danger of extinction for 
kindergarten classes at Shawsheen, as 
they add a sixth session to accommo- 
date new students. The early-child- 
hood program for 3- to 5-year-olds 
moves into the former SHED building 
(the SHED program moved to a new 
building at Philips Academy). And 
since early childhood is moving over, 
the closet-style library at Shawsheen 
moves into larger more library-like 
space, Murphy says.

Wu family finds roots in visit to China

As Elsie Wu was growing up in 
midtown Manhattan, she was often 
referred to as “jook-sing,” or hollow 
bamboo. As an American-born Chi- 
nese girl, Wu, now of Andover, says 
she didn’t want to be different from 
the white people in her neighbor- 
hood, and was considered different 
from Chinese immigrants, or “jook- 
kak,” the knot of the bamboo that is 
not hollow. ae 

Still, she married a native of | — 
China, Peter Wu, who emigrated in 
1959 at the age of 20. They met at a 
Thanksgiving dinner for students 
in Chinatown in New York City, 
while Elsie studied at Hunter Col- 
lege in New York City and Peter at 
Stevens Institute of Technology in 
Hoboken, N.J. 

And while they have been resi- 
dents of Andover since 1975, they 
say they always knew they wanted 
to visit China together with their 
family. 

“When I finally accepted it, that

The couple recently spent 16 days in 
China, with two of their three children. 
For each family member, the trip meant 
something different, but it gave them all 
a chance to consider what it meant to be 
Chinese. 

For Elsie, it was a chance to see the 
land where her parents came from, but 
spoke little of. A fourth-grade teacher at 
the Bancroft School, Elsie has taught in 
Andover for 12 years. The trip gave her 
lessons on China’s new enthusiasm and 
authenticity, she says. 

For Peter, it was a chance to see mod- 
ern China in the process of becoming 
westernized as the low, two-story homes 
are replaced by high-rise apartment 
buildings, and to show his children a bit 
of what China was like for him as a child, 
and how it will be in the 21st century. 

“It was very surprising,” Peter says of 
the 13 million of people in the cities, and 
the 7 million bicycles, and that the stan- 
dard of living for society in general, was 
higher. 

“Tt’s so westernized, it’s just not the 
same,” he says. 

Elsie agrees. 

“T woke up one morning (in a Chinese 
city) and thought, “I’m in L.A.,” she says. 

But among the skyscrapers were ped- 
dlers carrying goods on bamboo poles. 
“You see every mode of transportation,” 
Peter says. 

For daughter Jennifer, 25, it meant 


like my soul is more satisfied,” she 
says. 

Son Michael, 23, a recent gradu- 
ate of the University of Wisconsin 
(Madison), says it was a mostly just 
a great vacation. 

Their eldest, Stephen, 29, a doc- 
tor in Los Angeles, has visited 
China himself, but did not accom- 
pany his family on this trip. 

Both Elsie and Peter’s parents 
came from the same area in China, 
Gwan Dong, near Canton. While 
their villages are still standing, the 
family did not visit the countryside 
while on tour, since the area was 
far from the cities included in the 
tour package. 

Elsie has vowed to go back to 
visit villages, along with a few 
other places in China that are 
expected to change, like the three 
gorges, an area slated to be flooded 
by the year 2005 to make way for a 
system of water power. 

Elsie’s parents rarely spoke of 
their life in China, she says. 

“When you asked, they would 
say, ‘What’s there to say? We were 
farmers. We were poor,” she says. 

Her father came to America at 
the age of 13, and later went home 
to China to get married. He 
returned to New York, where he 
lived without his wife for three 
years, until she was allowed out of 


touring and less for shopping. 

He was most moved by the 
Great Wall of China, he says. 
“It’s one of the seven wonders of 
the world, and we stayed for an 
hour and a half,” he says, blaming 
the company that arranged the 
travel itinerary for sending them 
to too many shops that peddled the 
same merchandise. 

But some shopping was worth- 
while, he says, and he got to be 
rather good at negotiating with 
street vendors. 

“It’s easy to bargain for some- 
thing you don’t want,” he says 
with a laugh. 

Elsie says some _ shopping 
venues were not just mass pro- 
duced souvenirs, but businesses 
designed specifically to revive 
national handmade crafts like silk, 
cloisonne and jade-carving. 

Such traditions were lost during 
the communist regime, she says, 
which make their production 
today more valuable. 

Like her mother, Jennifer says 
she became more curious about 
her Chinese roots as she got older. 
But, growing up in Andover, she 
didn’t feel very different at all from 
the kids in her neighborhood. 

“When I was younger, I never 
thought about it. I just thought I 
was white. To me, being Chinese 
was like this little bonus.

Theodore, who filed a build- 
ing project for Hacienda 
Way in 1973, withdrew his 
plan without prejudice last 
week. Theodore could not be 
reached for comment. 

Besides the lengthy histo- 
ry of the Hacienda Way pro- 
ject, the joint board meeting 
was called “historic” in 
itself, according to board 
members. 

“I think it was successful, 
but it didn’t solve all the 
problems,” says Conserva- 
tion Commission Adminis- 
trator James Greer. 

Conservation Commis- 
sioner Robert Pustell agrees. 

“We each saw what the 
other pushes for, and the dif- 
ficulty in working it out,” he 
says. 

In this case, the two 
boards differed on how to 
put a driveway into a wet- 
land area. 

“Their main concern is to 
minimize the wetland cross- 
ing, and our statutory oblig- 
ation is to look at the design 
of the road,” says Planning 
Board Chairman Michael 
Miller. 

The joint meeting was 
productive they say, despite

the withdrawal of the plan, 
which continues to hold up a 
grant of open space owed to 
the town as part of the origi- 
nal agreement in 1973. 

“It’s kind of like punching 
your way out of a pillow.

Miller says the owner pro- 
posed a change in the origi- 
nal deal to swap 1.7 acres of 
upland (dry) open space to 
which the town is entitled 
for a separate 18 acres of 
open space that is mostly 
wetland. 

While the numbers look 
good to board members aim- 
ing to acquire open space for 
the town, Miller says quality 
of the land must be consid- 
ered as well. 

Pustell says conservation- 
ists are more _ concerned 
with creating links between 
open spaces, rather than 
how wet the land is. 

In the original approval 
of the project, Theodore was 
ordered to turn over open 
space to the town when the 
Hacienda Way project was 
completed. Miller says rules 
have changed since 1973, 
and any development 
approved today on the con- 
dition of donating open 
space to the town is required 
to turn over the land before 
the building project starts, 
rather than when it is fin- 
ished.

When it comes to building a new 
senior center, the Council on Aging is 
hoping that where there’s a Will there’s 
a Way. 

In a 100-1 vote, the Council has 
voted to recommend renovating, 
expanding and leasing Phillips Acade- 
my’s Williams Hall as the best option 
for creating a new senior center. The 
Council has also asked for the Board of 
Selectmen’s support of this site, and 
expects an answer Sept. 14. 

But if board members do support 
this idea, it will not be with a simple 
rubber stamp. 

In the past, some selectmen have 
frowned on the Will Hall option, 
because the town will lease the build- 
ing rather than own it. Larry Larsen 
renewed his opposition to the site this 
week, saying that unless Phillips 
agreed to something along the lines of a 
99-year lease he couldn’t support spend- 
ing town money to maintain the build- 
ing. So far, those close to the potential 
lease have reportedly talked about a 25- 
to 40-year deal. 

“I will not vote for Will Hall. I’ve 
made that clear in the past and I’ve 
been pretty consistent about it,” said 
Larsen. “I really think ownership is 
better, or a lease-purchase agreement.” 
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Seniors settle on Will Hall for new center site 


The building 

Williams Hall is a white, colonial- 
revival building, built in 1890 and 
expanded in 1922. Senior center Archi- 
tect Ken DiNisco calls it “a handsome 
building, and a very nice example of 
this type of architecture.” 

There are a number of fireplaces on 
the ground floor, where 80 percent of 
the seniors’ programing areas would be 
accommodated. These areas would like- 
ly stay similar to the way they are 
today and be reused, because they pro- 
vide pleasant social areas, said DiNis- 
co. The dormitory wing in the back of 
the building would be demolished. 

Although Williams Hall is a three- 
story building, the third floor will not 
be used, but remain available for future 
expansion. 


Other options, disagreements 
The Council on Aging, along with a 
senior center building committee, 
picked Williams Hall as the best of 
three options. The other two available 
to them are to construct a new building 
on town-owned land near the West 
Andover fire station, at the corner of 
Chandler and Greenwood roads, or to 
purchase land and create a center near 


the busy Stevens Street and North

DiNisco presented some 
early designs to give an idea 
of what a new senior center 
with 120 parking spaces 
might look like at each of 
the three sites. He also dis- 
played a chart ranking all 
three sites on nine different 
points.

ters, he says. 

So, Overall it gets a superlative review. 
“It’s big and it’s loud and it will fill up the liv- 
ing room, no problem,” says Edmonds. 

Realism: Edmonds looked for mistakes, 
but says the movie Titanic captured 1912, the 
end of the Edwardian era. “The clothes and 
the interior of the ship, everything’s spectac- 
ular. They really captured the flavor of the 
time,” he says. 

Edmonds was particularly impressed with 
the cutlery and other items shown in the din- 
ning room. He reports that information about 
the real Titanic kitchen shows it had 75,000 
pounds of fresh meat, 1,500 grape scissors and 
400 “asparagus tongs.” Believe it or not, even 
an asparagus tong is shown in the movie, he 
says. 

But Edmonds did find some minor inaccu- 
racies. The upper portions of the ship would 
have had glass around the bannisters to pro- 
tect the wealthier passengers from the ele- 
ments, he says. Also, the area at the front of 
the ship where Jack and Rose spend time 
would have been restricted to crew only.

“Those pocntis (of Rose, made by Jack) are really 
awful too. They don’t fit the period,” says Edmonds, An 
artist visiting Europe at this time would have been influ- 
enced by people like Picasso and not have created such 
“calendar art,” says Edmonds. 

While the movie hints the ship’s owners did something 
wrong by getting rid of life boats, Edmonds also says the 
Titanic actually had 17 percent more life boats than was 
required by the regulations at the time. 

Finally, Edmonds says the real Titanic only had three 
working smoke stacks. The fourth stack was added for 
visual effects only. You might watch to see if the movie 
shows all four stacks smoking.

Experience: Saw Titanic in theater (once). 

Overall: There’s no question if you avoided Titanic in 
the theater, you should watch it now — presuming you 
can find a copy. On the other hand, if you saw it more 
than, say, three times in the theater, it’s time to move on. 
OK, OK, if you have to, rent it once. Then, put the tape 
down and walk away from the store. Read a book or 
something. (Teen magazine doesn’t count.) 

Despite a sappy storyline, frequently limp dialog and 
Celine Dion’s singing, Titanic is a delight. Director James 
Cameron combines some engaging main and bit charac- 
ters, big special effects, and an amazing set to create a 
movie surprisingly deserving of most of its hype. That 
doesn’t happen too often. 

Realism: The film did go out of its way to have the 
ship sink in “real time,” and to some degree criticizing 
the realism is missing the boat, so to speak. Still, there 
are moments that are hard to believe. 

But unlike with straight action movies, it’s not the 
incredible special effects or stunts that strain credibility 
in Titanic. It’s more a matter of trying to accept storyline 
concepts such as the idea that poor Jack and well-bred 
Rose could ever have spent so much time together in 1912. 
Edmonds confirms a third-class passenger and a first- 
class passenger wouldn’t have had much time together 
saying, “That’s impossible. It probably didn’t happen.” 

Then there’s the issue of believing voyeurism was the 
reason the ship sank. Remember the lookout watching 
Rose and Jack’s steamy relationship instead of looking 
for icebergs? It’s also tough to believe a grandmother or 
great-grandmother would throw away something as 
potentially valuable to her offspring as Rose (Gloria Stu- 
art) does. Then again, her character does hate what 
wealth did to her mother. 

But overall the movie rings true, particularly because 
of shots showing how different people deal with the idea 
of the ship sinking.

There are many fine examples of federal architec- 
ture in Andover, and you will have the opportunity to 
visit one at the Andover Historical Society’s Gates 
and Gables tour Saturday, Sept. 26. Tickets are 
available at the Federal-style Historical Society at 97 
Main St., or at Andover Bookstore. The cost is $15 in 
advance, $20 the day of the tour. 

As you walk along many of Andover’s older 
streets, you pass elegant homes whose architectural 
features are generally symmetrical. The three-story 
rectangular houses, often painted white, have hip- or 
gable roofs, delicate ornamentation including slim 
pilasters beside the doorways and, perhaps, fan- 
shaped window lights above the front entrances. 
What style are they? Federal. 

Developed in Scotland around 1770, and a succes- 
sor to the then-popular Georgian Palladianism, the 
style is essentially an amalgam of Renaissance and 
Palladian forms, delicate French Rococo, and classic 
Greek and Roman architecture. Known in Britain as 
Adamesque, after its chief practitioner, Robert Adam, 
the Federal style flowered in the early decades of our 
new nation. Federal-style buildings can be found 


throughout cities and towns along the East Coast, 
particularly in such seaports as Salem and Newbury- 
port. Interiors differ noticeably from earlier styles in 
that rooms are often oval, circular or octagonal. Deli- 
cate carvings decorate mantles, cornices, door and 
window frames and ceilings.

Space and the public library 
Although our building may 
seem spacious and new, there are 
many reasons to look closely at 
how space is being used and to 
consider what needs are not being 
adequately met.

The children’s col- 
lections are double the size origi- 
nally intended for that space and 
on a busy day, there is barely 
room for people to move about.

Providing access 
to all these computerized services 
means providing an adequate 
environment for the machines 
and their users. 

Memorial Hall Library has 
hired JMA Associates to analyze 
how we are using every square 
foot of the library, to see if we can 
come up with new and innovative 
ways to provide more space for 
the services that are now over- 
crowded. When they have com- 
pleted their work, we will present 
to the community our plans for 
making better use of the building. 
I will attend board meetings this 
fall to talk about these plans and 
to engage your support for what- 
ever changes are needed to pre- 
sent the best possible library ser- 
vices for the Andover community.

While there is speculation enough about a possible 
takeover of Andover Bank to have placed it in the pages of 
the Boston media, bank officials themselves aren’t saying 
much. 

Bank President Gerald Mulligan was not available this 
week, and nobody else at the bank was commenting on 
reports that have suggested Peoples Heritage Financial 
Group Inc., UST Corp. and Citizens Financial Group as 
among those interested in the local bank. 

Andover Bancorp stock rose last week, after rumors of a 


takeover became more public knowledge. In the middle of 
last week, the bank’s stock gained 7.5 percent in two days, 
rising to 36. But this Tuesday, after the precipitous 512-point 
drop of the Dow, and a 9 percent decline on the Nasdaq, 
where Andover Bancorp shares are traded, the share price 
had declined to 28's, still above the low of 24’: during the past 
year, but some distance from its high of 40°. 

While bank officials were either not available or not will- 
ing to comment, state Rep. Barry Finegold (D-Andover)

“It’s certainly unnerving, every time 
you have an event like this,’ says 
Howard Redgate, president of Andover 
Equity Associates at 38 Essex St. “And it 
was certainly worthy of the 6 o’clock 
news. 

“But this kind of thing does happen 
periodically. We'll know 10 years from 
now if this was really significant.” 

Most local investment managers say 
they were not all that heavily exposed to 
stocks anyway, since there have been 
warnings for months that the market was 
overheated, and due for a significant cor- 
rection. Most had already moved signifi- 
cant percentages of their clients’ assets 
into bonds, or even cash. 

“I haven’t really changed the advice 
I’ve been giving for the past several 
months,” says McDowell. “If you need 
every dime you've got in the next three 
months, then you should be very ner- 
vous. But if not, then you should stay 
calm. And in some cases, there are some 
great bargains out there.” 

It might also have been a bit nerve- 
wracking for those who recently bought 
heavily into Internet company stocks, 
however. “Some people thought they had 
a license to steal — that they could grab 
the next high-flying Internet stock (with 
no risk),” says Jordan Burgess, a finan- 
cial consultant on Railroad Avenue. 

“But of course, that’s never been true. 
The Internet companies have yet to be 
proven, and some of them got their heads 
handed to them yester- 


Still, Burgess and 
his colleagues say this 
market, at least so far, 
is still nothing like the 
crash of 1987, when he 
recalls going to lunch, 
and returning to find 


the market had 
dropped 500 points. 
“You could have 


gone on vacation for 
two weeks in_ this 
case,” he says. 

And _ the financial 
community is less wor- 
ried this time around 
for several reasons. 
First, the drop was uni- 
versally expected. 
“Anyone in the field 
was waiting for it,” 
Burgess says. 

Second, they all say 
the American economy 
remains strong, and 
should not be affected 
long-term by the trou- 
bles in Asia and Russia 
— even with all the 
pronouncements about 
a world economy. 

“The long-term 
trends are _ great,” 
McDowell says. “Only 
12 percent of our entire 
Gross National Prod- 
uct is exports, which 
means 88 percent of 
our economy is domes- 
tic. And that is doing 
extremely well. Inter- 
est rates are low, 
unemployment is low.

that she was raising her asset allocation 
(in stocks) from 65 to 72 percent. So she’s 
still a believer. And when she talks, peo- 
ple really listen.” 

Burgess echoes those comments. 
“Ours is a full-employment economy,” he 
says. “We could probably afford to have 
more unemployment. Everyone is look- 
ing for help. 

“If you go to the seashore, most of the 
employees are Irish, because people can’t 
get American workers. We’re importing 
workers.” 

Third, consultants say they expect the 
Federal Reserve to lower interest rates, 
now that the market has obviously cooled 
off a bit from what Fed Chairman Alan 
Greenspan once called “irrational exu- 
berance.” 

Burgess says a drop in interest rates 
will spur the construction industry, 
“which is a bellweather of the economy. 
And the price of foreign cars will be com- 
ing down, which means more people will 
be able to afford them.” 

Still, all three say the market clearly 
bears watching. And while they haven’t 
been blitzed with calls about the value of 
clients’ portfolios, they think some of 
those calls might be coming. 

“My statements go out at the end of the 
month,” McDowell says, so this (drop) 
came at the worst possible time for me. I 
think when people start to see their losses 
on paper, that’s when they'll start to call. 
So I’m going to preempt that a bit, by call- 
ing some of them, especially if the market 
rallies in the next couple of days. 

Redgate says he’ll be interested to see 
just how “long-term” investors who call 
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Stay calm, but pay attention — Stuart McDowell counsels a client 
from his Main Street office in Andover. 


themselves long-term are. 

“Most people say they’re in it for the 
long term,” he says. But if it goes down 35 
percent or 40 percent, what’s their reac- 
tion then? If they have a million dollars, 
and suddenly it’s worth only $600,000, 
what will they do? How long is long- 
term?” 

Redgate says people need to pay close 
attention to the market, and pay atten- 
tion to their own needs and goals, rather 
than what “everybody is doing.” 

Not that he expects an_ indefinite 
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downward slide. “But it could be pretty 
rocky between now and October,” he 
says, adding that investors need to have 
realistic expectations. He says the market 
of recent years may have people expect- 
ing 14-percent returns _ indefinitely, 
“which is an abnormal rate of return.” 

“People understand the reward side of 
the equation easily,” he says, “but they 
also have to understand the risk side.” 

The bottom line? “Hold for the long- 
term, and when you buy, do it with dol- 
lar-cost averaging.”

best companies to work for 
in America for the third 
year in a row (it was rated 
82), and we were in the top 
10 for women,” she says.
